Some observations on the list of "Commission Files Printed as Exhibits" which 
you sent me: It seems to be based on the Tables of Contents, rather than CE 3154. 
(E.g., CE 2765, listed as CD 1476 at 26Hxi, but actually, and in CE 3154, CD I 506 .) 
This may make it more or less accurate overall than my list. I caught 2 errors on 
the last page (1495-1131 and 1503-3H5)- Like my own list, it seems to cover only 
the last 5 volumes. (For example, I recall seeing a couple of pages from the FBI 
Report, CD 1, in earlier volumes.) Since many of the earlier g CE's are also from 
CD's, I think, such a list does not give full information on the degree of -publication 
of xx CD's. 


The consensus here is that this list (or mine) would be of no interest at all except 
to people who have access to the 26 volumes and to the 185-page List of Basic Source 
Materials, and who are seriously interested in studying material in the Archives. 

Most such people would be willing to pay actual costs and handling for a Xerox copy 
of the list of CD's as CE's, even if it xvere $ 2 or so. Could you just mention in 
your book that such a list is available through you? We have no volunteer typist 
here, but I could get a checked version of the list properly typed up, and make copies 
at 5 to 10 # a page. I doubt that you would get more than a few dozen orders at 
most, and we could handle the paperwork out here. I really think that space in your 
book could be much better utilized than by such a list. You might want to give 
some statistics: e.g., x of the 1555 CD's are published ail at least in part in the 
last 5 volumes; y of the z CD's from the CIA are published, etc. I would like to 
see a full list xgx of guides to the Archives - the 185-page List, the Federal Register 
issue, and Sylvia's index are all that I know of outside the 26 volumes. For example- 
is there any name index? what is the organization of the working papers? 

Speaking of CD's, have you tried to get at CD IO 85 ? Could there be any significance to 
the fact that the DRF and the CRC are not mentioned, or were they already defunct when 
Oswald fc returned from Russia? Is the whole CD still classified? 

I am enclosing the inaccurate Magnet article on Alvarez, and another copy of my 
notes. I have pot yet heard from Wyckoff gga of EGSfi concerning the details of the 
film analysis. Let me emphasize that the reaction of the camera to a shot does not 
just produce a blurred frame surrounded by unblurped ones, as suggested on the CBS 
program, but a pattern extending over about 1 second, with the camera oscillating, thus 
producing characteristic variations in the pattern of blurrigg. Thus, according to 
the Alvarez -Wyckoff analysis, the extra points you noted (if they occur within a 
second or so of the 3 "known" shots) are correlated with those shots. (There is of course 
a little "noise" - blurrigg produced by uneven panning, etc.) g&Kssslxx Several people 
I know have pointed out other blurred frames as evidence of more shott, and Bill Turner 
makes the same mistake in the Sept. Ramparts . CBS was certainly unclear on this point.) 

I can assure you that Alvarez sought out CBS, and not vice-versa. The "missing frame" 
at 284 is not his observation, but mine (probably also noted by Ray Marcus and others.) 
Watch out- any smooth motion of the head at 283-285 would look jerky because of the 
"printing error." 

Hal Verb has said he will get you a copy of the June Ramparts article. The CIA "baby- 
sitter reference was to DeM., not Shaw. I have not been able to find an extra copy of 
"The True Story on Cuba;" mine is enclosed. Keep it as long as you can use it. 

I think that I now have access to a copier, cheap. If we can help you out by making 
copies of things, looking for typos, etc., let us know-.
